M oderately cold weekend tem ­ 
peratures i which discolored and killed 
some of the more fragile ornamental 
Spring flowers and shrubs) benefitted 
fruit crops, especially apples, ac­ 
cording to Bob Bowers, owner and 
operator of the Iaurelville Fruit Co. 
However, 
severely 
cold 
tem ­ 
peratures in the mid to low teens w ould 
have a serious effect on even the 
hardiest fruit trees. 
The moderately lower temperatures 
cooled off sap activity which was 
pushed to near critical extremes by the 
summer-like weather that blanketed 
Ohio the past two weeks. 
Cooler sap will delay the budding 
process of the fruit trees, which are 
about a month ahead of schedule, 
postponing until more stable weather 
the critical flowering of the fruit buds 
It started off as an ideal winter for 
fruit, according to Bowers, with the 
colder temperatures descending in 
moderation. 
However, the sudden and un­ 
seasonable 
warm 
tem peratures 
between 50 and 70 degrees pressed the 


trees into their yearly manufacturing 
cycle about a month too early. Con­ 
tinuous temperatures in these ranges 
would have forced the trees to bloom in 
about a week and a half. Bowers who 
likes to see the trees bloom during the 
second week of April, said. 
Then, nighttime temperatures in the 
mid 30s would have severely curtailed 
his fruit crops 
Now. temperature extremes in the 
20 to 40 degree range wouldn't injure 
his apple trees. Instead, it would 
create nearly ideal conditions 
More fragile and earlier blossoming 
fruit trees spears, plums, cherries, 
peaches) would be somewhat affected 
by lower tem peratures, he said, 
became they are nearer to flowering. 
However, there are human controls 
that could protect the crops even 
during temperature drops to the mid­ 
teens 
Protective 
m easures 
such 
as 
covering trees and smudge pots would 
be helpful to home gardeners with 
several trees, but would be too costly 
and unpractical for orchard men. 
Smudging is not recommended

Uncertain Clim ate Im peding 
U.S. Investm ents In Egypt 


( AIKO (AP) 
Treasury Secretary 
William Sunon says a climate of un­ 
certainty in Egypt is impeding large- 
scale U.S. investment here. 
Simon, who wound up a Mideast tour 
here Sunday with a 90-minute talk with 
President Anwar Sadat, told a news 
conference that “ uncertainty is the 
biggest inhibition to private in­ 
vestment," adding: 
“There must be a clear signal to the 
international business community" 
that it is safe to invest in Egypt. U.S. 
officials said the kind of signal Simon 
spoke of would be for the Egyptians to 
clear the way for a $50-nnllion to $100- 
million project 
“I’m satisfied that we are making 
progress," Simon said "It requires a 
joint will. We have that will, let s get 
about it.” 
Simon said the chief obstacles to an 
inflow of investment funds included 
“ lack of peace” and a need for further 
relaxation of foreign exchange con­ 
trols in Egypt 
Sadat proclauned an "open door” 
investment policy after his govern­ 
ment broke with the Soviets following 
the 1973 war with Israel, but so far only 
one American finn lias signed a 
contract to invest here, according to 
U S officials. I^argeseale U S private 
investment in Egypt is one of the linch­ 
pins in the Ford administration's 
Mideast strategy. 
In return for Sadat’s commitment 
for a peaceful settlement with Israel, 
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Sadat expected Washington to help his 
country with its $14-billion foreign 
debt, a $5-billion budget deficit thus 
year and private investm ent to 
revitalize major industrial sectors. 
Egypt owes $4 billion of its foreign debt 
to the Soviets 


At least a dozen large contracts are 
in various stages of discussion, U.S. 
officials said, but only one contract

She says it is the most 
convenient way she has of teaching an 
expanded vocabulary of basic terms 
By turning to one section of the 
catalog 
for instance, “living room 
furniture" 
she can teach an entire 
range of everyday words like “couch," 
"(hair" and “ lamp.” And the new 
words are easier to learn when there is 
visual 
identification 
catalog 
illustrations 
Mrs Bollard says her goal is to teach 
the refugees to "respond correctly 
more often than incorrectly” in the 
English language “ But inevitably I’m 
giving them a certain amount of 
cultural indoctrination, too ” 
Among other aspects of the class are 
field trips to the grocery- store, where 
students have to locate items on a 
shopping list and learn to "unit price" 
figure out which loaf of bread is the 
best buy. They also go to the hardware

least 19,000 driver license suspension 
cases that permits drivers to remain 
on the road despite known problems, 
the Elyria Chronicle-Telegram said 
today in a copyrighted story 
The afternoon newspaper said it has 
obtained a copy of a bureau (RMV) 
memo from a RMV employe who 
declined identification.

Dear Miss E«! 
The yearly yield of scientific studies 
from all over the world is enormous. 
Each makes a tiny inroad into the 
mysteries that exist about the myriad 
types and forms of cancer. 
Many new drugs have been effective 
in prolonging lives of patients with 
Hodgkins discase, leukemia and other 
types of cancer. There are even ex­ 
perimental .studies that suggest that a 
vaccine against some forms of cancer 
is possible. 
The National Cancer Institute 
revealed that a new drug, maytansme, 
lias already proved effective against 
some types of cancer. 
A spokesm an for the National 
(aricer Institute called maytansme 
“the best preclinical drug available." 
It is termed "a good anti-cancer agent 
which should be effective in clinical 
practice/’ 
Even though there is enthusiasm 
about this new drug, its originators 
caution against overoptimism at the 
present time.

Are you legally responsible for what 
you do if your brain has been "stolen” 
by alcohol’’ 


Generally speaking, so long as the 
intoxication was voluntary, you are 
indeed responsible. The drunk driver 
cannot escape blame for running down 
a pedestrian by claiming that he did 
not know what he was doing. 
And in a defamation suit, the court 
rejected the defendant's plea that he 
was “ under the influence” when he 
called a business rival a thief 
“Drunkenness." said the court, "will 
not excuse slander." 
The* law's attitude is that we each 
have a basic obligation to remain 
sober 
"It is a duty which everyone owes to 
society to preserve the inestimable gift 
of reason,” said one judge. "If, by 
voluntary act, he temporarily casts off 
the restraints of conscience, he is 
answerable for any injury he may do to 
others.” 
On the other hand, the law also 
requires a sober person, in dealing 
with a drunk, to treat him with fair 
regard for his disability. For example: 
A truck driver offered a ride to a 
man who was obviously intoxicated, 
allowing him to take a standing 
position on the open back platform. 
Within minutes the* man fell out and 
suffered injury . 
In due course a court held the 
trucking com pany liable for its 
driver's negligence. The court said the 
driver should have had better sense 
than to expose a helpless man to such 
evident danger. 
And a city had to pay damages to a 
pedestrian who, while intoxicated, had 
fallen into an unprotected manhole. 
“A drunken man," observed the 
court, “is as much entitled to a safe 
street as a sober one, and much more 
in need of it."

The 
American 
Association 
of 
University Women was founded in IWK? 
as the Association of Collegiate 
Alumnal* by two Boston scientists, 
Marion Talbot and Kllen Bichord* A 
forerunner of 
today’s 
Women's 
liberation Movement, the group was 
established in attempt to correct some 
of the unequal conditions facing 
women scientists in the final decades 
of the I lith century. 
Discouraged by the near total lack of 
fellowships for women in th** 1890's, 
these women scientists set out to an­ 
swer this need by establishing a 
fellowships program 
By 1920, 26 women had benefitted 
from the fellowship awards, most for 
whom a career in science would not 
have been possible without the 
Association of Collegiate Alumnae 
grant 
Today the fellowships program 
remains an important project of the 
national organization, but it can no 
longer Im* espoused as the association’s 
only goal Purposes for membership in 
AAUW today are threefold • "to enable 
women to continue their intellectual 
growth, to further the advancement of 
women, anil to enable educated women 
to discharge their responsibilities to 
society." 
In 1921 the Association of Collegiate 
Alumnae changed its name to The 
American Association of University 
Women (AAUW). With that change 
came also a wide growth throughout 
the 
United 
States, 
not 
only 
in 
organization of new branches, but also 
in organization into sections and 
states. 
Ohio, included with Michigan, 
Wisconsin, Illinois and Indiana in the 
Northeast Central Region, established 
its state division February 2.1924 when 
the IO chapters in ()hio formed the < ihio 
Federation of Branches 
In August of 1957, 16 women met to 
form tin* Circleville Branch, AAUW 
These charter members were Wilma

Although the early meetings of the 
local branch were devoted largely to 
learning the technicalities of con­ 
ducting meetings with topics centered 
around parliamentary procedure and 
purposes of the national association, 
the new members were prompt in their 
efforts to "discharge their respon­ 
sibilities to society". 
By February, 1958, membership had 
grown to 33 and the organization liegan 
its first community service project - 
providing lusts of available scholar­ 
ships to high schools in Pickaway 
County as an aid to college-bound 
students 
in 
need 
of 
financial 
assistance. 
In May, an individualized reading 
program known as "The Joplin Plan," 
proposed to County 
Super intenent 
George McDowell by the infant 
branch, was adopted in the 4th, 5th and 
6th grades of Jackson Twp. School By 
December, the branch's education 
committee had arranged another 
meeting with McDowell to discuss the 
possibility of establishing a much 
needed class for mentally handicapped 
students, which finally became a 
reality in 1961. 
While members "continued their 
intellectual growth" by participating 
in study groups covering such interests 
as antiques, ceramics, choral singing, 
drama, 
gourmet 
cooking 
and 
literature, interest i i i the welfare of the 
community continued to Im* a priority. 
Representatives 
from 
AAIJW 
worked 
to 
bring 
to 
reality 
the 
Pickaway County Historical Society in 
1960, and cooperated with other 
community leaders to implement the 
Traffic Safety Committee. 
In March of I960, approximately 170 


|M*rsons attended a special branch 
meeting opened to the public as a 
cultural enrichment opportunity. 
Guest speaker for the leilure was 
Circleville native, Grace Stevenson 
llalM-r, author of an historic account of 
Chief logans life entitled "With l*ipe 
And Tomahawk.’’ Popularity of this 
"Guest Night" program established it 
as an annual tradition within the 
branch, and in 1963 Norma Tassler 
proposed that the lecture series be 
officially designated the "L illia n 
Doherty Lecture" to honor that 
charter member for her dedication to 
the branch and to the 
field of 
education 
In April 1960, the education com­ 
mittee sponsored a Career Conference 
Day at Walnut Twp School. Jackson 
was the location for a similar con­ 
ference the following year, with 
representatives of more than 15 career 
categories holding group sessions with 
interested students 
A focus on Communism with a new 
study group in (xihtical science arising 
in 1962, pushed interest in the com­ 
munity aside for the next few years 
while a world view was adapted. In 
1963, attention centered around Mass 
Media and global communications 
The focus of the group had turned 
inward by 1964 with the growing in­ 
terest in the women's movement, and 
Uh* topic of 
study 
selected was 
"W om en’s Role In A (hanging 
World.” 
But tile strong interest in education 
once again came to fore with the 
establishment of a new 
annual 
tradition when AAUW volunteers 
assisted first grade teachers of the 
Circleville City Schools in their two- 
day fall testing programs. 
In 1965, another need of the City 
Schools was answered when AAUW 
members formed a Ubrary Study 
Group to consider the establishment of 
libraries in the elementary schools A 
Pilot Project was implemented at 
Nicholas Drive with parents and IT A 
members donating books and AAUW 
member, Sue edwards, performing 
the tedious task of cataloguing them. 
It was the education committee 
again which actively influenced the 
passage of the much needed Circleville 
( ity Schools tax levy in 1967 by placing 
ads in the paper and on the radio, 
providing transportation to the polls 
and free babysitting services, and 
distributing fliers to all elementary 
school students urging parents to vote 
As the result of a study of Pre-School 
Testing, the local branch sent a letter 
to the national association urging a 
lobby to establish nationwide entrance 
date cutoffs for kindergarten aged 
children starting to school. 
In May of 1968, a contribution of $100 
was made to the Child Welfare Board 
to help finance higher education for a 
youngster from a foster home. 
To aid the branch’s own fellowships 
program, a lour of Homes was held 
October 6 with ticket sales for the six- 
home showing netting $172. 
A Civic Directory was compiled by 
AAUW members in 1969 as a fund­ 
raising project, and a variation of the 
Career Conferences held in the County 
Schools was introduced at the Cir­ 
cleville Jr. High with 39 girls par- 
ticipating. The following year the 
same program was presented to 45 
girls with 15 guest speakers covering 
different occupational areas. 
By January, 1972, the branch had 
accumulated enough money 
for 
fellowships to present its first named 
gift in the amount of $500 to the 
national association, honoring I alban 
Doherty. 
Marcella Dickerhofe challenged the 
branch to iM'gin its most far-reaching 
community service project in March of 
1972 when she introduced the national 
Reading is Fundamental 
(R IF ) 
program. The project was undertaken, 
and in 1973 , 200 Title I students in the 
Circleville City Schools each received 
three free books The program was 


expanded in 1974 to cover Title I 
classes in l-ogan Lim and Westfall 
Districts as well, and by 1975 Teays 
Valley District was added for a total of 
665 students each receiving three 
book* of his own selection, 
To aid in funding the project, a sale 
of member-donated books was held 
July 13 and 14, 1974 with part of the 
proceeds going to R IF and part to 
fellowships 
It was from a study group on 
Corrections originated by F-dith 
fawning in 1972 that the volunteer 
probation 
program 
known 
as 
Pickaway County Volunteers for 
Youth evolved. In April 1973, the 
Circleville Branch AAIJW and the 
Hi warns Club co-sponsored a meeting 
with national Volunteers in Probation 
chairman Keith l-eenhouts to get the 
local VFY group established 
A corporal punishment study was 
conducted in 1974 in conjunction with 
the Ohio School Boards Association 
and the Ohio Division, AAUW to 
provide information needed in making 
recommendations 
to 
the 
state 
legislature in the area of corporal 
punishment. Circleville City .Schools 
was one of only 18 school systems in 
the state which agreed to participate in 
the study. 
The children of Pickaway County 
were provided with a rare opportunity 
to enjoy a live marionette show when 
members of the local branch brought 
the Nicolo Marionette Company's 
"Sleeping Beauty" to the stage of 
Circleville High School that March. 
In November 1974, AAUW members 
donated a subscription of the Sunday 
F.dition of the New York Times to the 
Circleville Public Library. 
By the beginning of the 1975-76 year 
in September, the Circleville Branch of 
the 
American 
Association 
of 
University Women was 103 members 
strong with study groups in the areas 
of 
literature, music, international 
relations, and gourmet cooking. 


A special bicentennial "Woman Of 
The Month" project was begun in 
December with Virginia Adkins being 
the first outstanding community 
leader to Im* honored. 
The latest project will 
be the 
establishment of a committee to study 
the possibility of initiating classes for 
gifted children in Pickaway County 
Schools

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Federal Regulatory Agencies: Devils And Angels 


WASHINGTON (Ap) - They decide 
that factory stairway a must be at least 
22 inches wide, and they protect bank 
depositors from losing billions of dol­ 
lars in savings. 


They won't .illow cut-rate, $]&-a- 
person airline service between New 
York and london, and they make 
co m m ercial radio and television 
broadcasting feasible. 
They bungle, and drive a toym aker 
to the edge of bankruptcy. They suc­ 
ceed, and save motorists' lives, 
I hey 
have 
a 
voice 
in 
w hat 
Ainero ans eat, breathe, wear and 
drive. 
‘'They" are the unelected federal 
regulators, a growing band that now 
m akes more rules directly affecting 
the people than do the elected m em­ 
bers of Congress. 
In the past decade, three presidents 
and Congress have vastly increased 
the regulators' reach and power The 
num ber of m ajor regulatory agencies 
lins doubled to 24 since 1965, and they 
now employ 105,000 persons, up from 
.8,455 Tile cist to America’s taxpayer 
lias more than doubled 
Nolxidy in the federal government 
keeps lr a ( k of all the forms that 
departm ents and agencies send out to 
people and businesses An Associated 
Presa survey turned up more than 
9,800 forms the government sends out 
to the public An estimated 556 million 
i espouses arc sent bark every year, 
with hundreds of millions of hours 
needed to gather the data and com­ 
plete Hie forms. 
This explosion in federal regulation 
luis created a reaction. 
P re sid e n t 
Ford 
accuses 
the 
regulators of “ petty tyranny,” joining 
other 
p resid en tial candidates in 
se em in g to attack the very govern­ 
ment they seek to lead. Republican 
hojH'ful Ronald Reagan says business 
and governm ent bureacrats share a 
“ warm cocoon" in regulation that 
p ro te c ts both 
Democrat Jim m y 
( arter pledges to consolidate many 


government agencies into simpler, 
more responsive ones Even Ralph 
Nader, who inspired much of the new 
safety regulation, wants to get rid of 
regulators he says are wasteful, 
The drive for change has taken on a 
name: “regulatory reform." 
Are the criticisms justified'’ Will 
Congress reverse Its decade-long trend 
toward centralized regulation? 
The answer to both questions is yes. 
And no 
Big and ('retting Bigger 
Regulation does cost money, and it 
also produces benefits. 
F.xamples 
of 
delays, 
bungles, 
overzealous regulation and conflicting 
rules are easy enough to find 
Yet 
much federal regulation is carried on 
without complaint or with strong sup­ 
port of the persons being regulated or 
with calls for more regulation 
It is true that, in sheer bulk, 
Washington’s body of regulations Is big 
and getting bigger. 
The Code of 
Federal Regulations, containing only 
the basic, standing rules set down by 
the bureacuracy, already packs a shelf 
15 feet long with 60,000 book-size pages 
of fine print. 
The number of pages bas grown 20 
per cent a year for the past .several 
years 
These regulators 
appointed of­ 
ficials and civil servants 
now make 
more rules than the elected members 
of Congress. 
A library of Congress study found 
that during 1974, Congress passed 404 
laws while the federal bureacracy 
churned out 7,496 new or amended 
regulations. That's 18 regulations for 
every law. 
Most of the regulations carry the 
force of law, meaning violators could 
be subject to fines or jail. 
The budgets and number of em­ 
ployes of the regulators have soared in 
the last decade. In 1965, the 12 major 
agencies spent I860 million, employing 
58,455 people. 
President Ford’s proposed budget 
for this coming fiscal year lists $3.8 


billion for the 24 major agencies and 
106,000 employes. 
That means the cost of regulation 
has gone from $4.43 per American to 
about $10.36, adjusted for inflation. 
The Spreading Impart 
This growth came as Washington 
answered demands for cleaner air and 
water, for less job discrimination 
against blacks, browns, women and 
the elderly, for safer autos, work­ 
places and consumer products, and for 
more honest elections 
The result is a sea of alphabet soup. 
FFA. OSHA NATS A. 
That’s the F.nvironmental Protec­ 
tion Agency, the Occupational Safety 
and Health Administration and the 
National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration. Then there’s the FEA, 
FFC and the EEOC. The* list goes on 
and on 
Regulators still make up a tiny 
minority within the federal govern­ 
ment. The current $3.8 billion for the 24 
major agencies is less than one per 
l ent of Ford’s proposed budget. Yet 
their impact, once confined to a few 
industries — 
transportation, 
com­ 
munications, agriculture, finance and 
drugs 
now has spread to many unac­ 
customed areas. 
Federal job safety inspectors can 
fine a New York girdle maker $500 for 
locking his emergency fire doors. It 
happened recently to Anita Foun­ 
dations Inc. 
Auto 
safety 
officials 
press 
California, Utah and Illinois to force 
motorcyclists to wear approved crash 
helmets. 
Pollution officials are moving to 
outlaw traditional marine toilets on 
even the smallest cruising boats, 
requiring either w aste-treatm ent 
devices costing $401) and up or inex­ 
pensive but inconvenient tanks that 
hold waste on board.

How much does all this regulation 
cost'’ There is simply no accurate way 
to measure regulation’s total impart 
on the nation, although many are 
willing to try. 
President Ford’s aides in the Office 
of Management and Budget estimated 
regulation's cost at $130 billion a year 
in artificially inflated prices, addi­ 
tional costs to business and 
lost 
productivity This estimate - totaling 
about $2,000 for each family — lf based 
on a mishmash of economic assump­ 
tions, projections and guesses. 
In ora* instance, the OMB counted 
the costs of foreign trade restrictions 
that no longer exist. 
The administration study also said 
Americans spend $40 to $60 billion a 
year to meet federal pollution stan­ 
dards. Yet the congressional General 
Accounting Office, in a report critic al 
of the OMB study, said Ford’s aides 
had misquoted the original source for 
the figure, which had put anti-pollution 
costs at $33 billion.

Proposed state laws affecting 
mental health facilities, hospital costs, 
and presidential prim ary ballots 
advanced in the legislative process 
this week. 
Comprehensive legislation designed 
to improve conditions at Ohio's mental 
health 
and 
mental 
retardation 
facilities was approved Thursday by 
the House of Representatives. The 
measure. House HUI 1215 sponsored by 
Cleveland Representative Robert 
Jaskulski, now awaits Senate con­ 
sideration 
If enacted, House Bill 1215 would 
require all 
institutions under the 
jurisdiction of the Department of 
Mental Health and Mental Retardation 
to meet, by July I, 1979, the standards 
for psychiatric and mental health 
facilities established by the Joint 
( ornmission on the Accreditation of 
Hospitals I JC . A H.). The J.C.A.H. is a 
hospital certification organization 
founded in 1971 by the American 
Hospital 
Association, 
American 
Medical 
Association, 
American 
College of Physicians and American 
College of Surgeons. 
The present overall condition of 
Ohio's mental health and mental 
retardation facilities is distressing. In 
some cases, conditions are un­ 
printable These facilities have had a 
long history of neglect and decline. 
However, by adopting the patient care 
and treatment standards of the 
J C A H., this trend could be reversed 
and Ohio’s mental health and retar­ 
dation facilities would be able to

Kckart's bill is aimed to'vard 
arresting sky-rocketing health care 
costs. The bill would authorize the 
superintendent of the Ohio Depart­ 
ment of Insurance to reject Blue Cross 
rate hike applications if Blue Cross 
had not demonstrated a “ good faith 
effort to control hospital costs. 
Several Blue Cross rate increases 
were denied in recent years by the 
Department of 
Insurance on the 
grounds that Blue Cross had not at­ 
tempted to control health can1 costs. 
However, in November, 1975, the Ohio 
Supreme 
Court 
ruled 
that 
the 
I )epartment has exceeded its authority 


iii denying Blue Cross rate hikes on 
those grounds. House Bill 448 would 
expressly grant the Department of 
Insurance this authority. 
A bill to eliminate the lengthy and 
cluttered “ bed sheet" presidential 
primary ballot was passed Tuesday by 
the House. The measure. House Bill 
1165, sponsored by Representative Don 
Maddux of I-ancaster, would require 
only the names of the presidential 
candidates to appear on presidential 
primary ballots. Current law provides 
that the names of the convention 
delegates and alternatives pledged to a 
candidate be listed on the ballot Such 
a listing used to be a state consitutional 
requirement until last fall when the 
electorate voted to eliminate the 
consitutional provision. 
Favorable consideration of House 
Bill 1165 by the Senate is expected 
soon, so that the bill's provisions will 
In- effective in time for the June 
primary election Enactment of the 
bill could save the state $1 million in 
ballot and polling costs.

problems; each has a job she needs, 
each saves money that would go for 
babysitters and leaves her children 
with someone she trusts, and each has 
time with her children 
The concept of job-sharing has 
spread in recent years, particularly 
among women with small children who 
can only work part-time. 
"With my skilLs, the highest salary I 
could get was atxnit $450 to $500 a 
month,” said Ms Fay, a 33-vear-old 
mother of two. "A babysitter would 
take about half that so it wasn't worth 
working five days a week." 
Rut she needed the income and self­ 
esteem of a job. And Ms. Marcu, who 
like her neighbor of IO years prefers 
the feminist title, was advised by a 
pediatrician to get a job to make 3- 
year-old daughter, Amanda, less 
dependent on her. And Chatham, a 
women’s school, agreed to provide 
each of them with half of the same job 
Paid on an hourly basis, each woman 
works three days one week and two 
days the next. They each earn about 
$150-$200 monthly depending on what 
hours and overtime they work. The off- 
duty secretary is the on-duty mother of 
two preschoolers and a second-grader 
“ It's much better than leaving them 
with an older woman who watches the 
soap operas and makes them sit on the 
couch and watch, too. 
“ I/Ari and I take them places and do 
things and we don't mind because we 
are .spending less time with them," 
said Ms. Fay. 
Chatham officials also like the set­ 
up “ We don't always know which one 
will be on the job," said Peggy 
Donaldson, one of their bosses. "They 
set up the schedule between them­ 


selves But we always know one will be 
there.” 
Once Ms. Fay's son, Terry, got sick; 
she worked while Ms 
Marcu took 
Amanda to Terry's house. Just up the 
street, to care for him. 
“ If one is sick, a child is sick, or a 
car breaks down, the other shows up,” 
said Ms Donaldson, who also prefers 
the feminist designation. "That’s not 
the case when one person holds a job.” 
Both women say the new routine, 
which started Jan. 12, has made the 
time they spend with their children 
more meaningful And the children get 
along like siblings 
"Am anda has .started to call 
Elizabeth ‘Sis,’” said Ms. Marcu, 38 
“ I have more patience with her now 
and she's happier to see me."

L O U IS V IIJJs , Ky. (A P ) - A Kroon, 
died and at least 50 harness r a n n K 
horses were killed in a bam fire that 
sent flames 75 feet in the air Monday at 
louisville Downs, 
William KinK, track president, said 
the fire in Item C .started about 3 a.rn. 
“ By the time the fire department got 
there, about 3:03 or 3: IO, you could see 
it from the expressway miles aw ay," 
KinK -naid. It was just a terrible thing 
“ Mike Arnold, one of the leadinK 
drivers, lost about 7ft horses, his whole 
stable," he said. 
KinK said th® K room who was burned 
to death was W illiam Dormcier, 28, of 
Evansville, Ind., Arnold’s brother in 
law.
